Eighty Conspirators Planned to 
Take Emperor's Life. They

London, May 12—The Daily Tele- 
graph’s St Petersburg correspondent 
reports the accidental discovery and 
foiling of the greatest terrorist plot 
since the great Decembrist conspir- 
acy, 82 years ago. The correspondent 
says that according to reliable ver- 
sions, no fewer than eighty conspira- 
tors resolved a couple of months ago 
to assassinate Emperor Nicholas and 
plans were finally fixed for carrying 
out the deed during Easter. The plot- 
ters included reserve officers and oth- 
er officials and other civilians. The 
band, the correspondent says, was to 
approach the palace in distinet groups 
and then execute a sudden and dar- 
ing attack. The first group consisting 
of thirty-four men, arrived on Good 
Friday, but from means unknown,

Guelph, Ont., May 12.—Three years

the Potter Hotel unnerved by his ex- 
| perience. He faced death many times 
| while dragging from the debris the 
| bodies of his friends. He finally col- 
lapsed under the strain, 

Hurried to Rescue. 

It was some time after the wreck 
occurred before a word of it reached 
the outside world. As soon as one of 
the uninjured trainmen could make 
his way to the station, word of the 
wreck was telegraphed to San Luis 
Obispo, Immediately special trains 
were arranged. Physicians and 
nurses gathered hurriedly and were 
quickly on the way to the wreck. At 
4 o'clock a relief special left Santa 
Barbara and made the sixty-one miles 
to Hona in ninety minutes. Simul- 
taneously another special left San 
Luis Obispo, occupied by nurses and 
doctors. It arrived shortly before the 
one that left this ciiy, but what work 
of rescue was possible had been done 
by those who had escaped the dis- 


aster, 
A Harrowing Sight. 
Twenty-five bodies lay on the sand 
beside the track. The injured, many 
of them unconscious and dying, were 
scattered about on piles of bedding 
and plush seats brought from the 
Pullmans. It was determined at once 
to remove the injured to San Luis 
Obispo, and to take the dead to Santa 
The work of placing them 
upon the two trains was quickly ac- 
complished, 
Special for the Injured. 

_ Before the special, bearing the in- 
jured, had reached San Luis Obispo 
some more had succumbed to their 
wounds, 

Physicians and nurses worked over 
the survivors incessantly. Arriving 
at its destination, the train was met 
by a score or ambulances and autos 
and the injured were quickly carried 
to sanitariums, In the meuntime, the 
| train returning to Santa Barbara with 
its dead, was sidetracked at a lonely 
switch for the passage of other trains.

Inquest Opened. 

Coroner Ruiz began an inquest this 
afternoon on the bodies of the vic- 
time. Joel H. Prescott, of Buffalo was 
the first witness. He testified that 
the troin was running at high rate 
of speed. In answer to questions of 
the district attorney, Prescott said 
that_a relief train trom Santa Barbara 
teach the wreck shortly after 6 
o'clock. The accident occurred at 
2.35. The train carrying the dead 
started back at 7 o’clock, and did not 
reach Santa Barbara until 1.30 a.m. or 
six and a half hours after leaving the 
wreck, taking that long to cover a 
distance of sixty-one miles. The re- 
lief train was held on a siding four- 
teen miles north of Santa Barbara 
for two hours, with the freight of 
dead, Prescott said he examined the 
ground in the vicinity of the switch 
and discovered that at a point of the 
switch the rail was broken off, evi- 
dently by the wrecked train. The 
piece of broken rail was produced. 
This caused the train to leave the 
track, he thought. An examination of 
it was not 
closed. The inquest will be continued 
to-morrow afternoon.

The C. N.R 
were undoubtedly in a tight place last 
fall when'the whole West was caught 
in the’ pitiless grip of the coal fam- 
ine. The pompany were unable to get 
coal from} the Crow's Nest and the 
output, of} the Hdmonton mines was 
inadequate to supply the C. N, R, and 
meet thé“Ipcal demand, 

At first, 1t was thought by many 
that the Morinville lignite was too 
light forthe heavy engines now used 
on the railways and that the stron 
draught would blow the unburnec 
embers through the smoke stack. But 
when it is remembered that wood was 
originall 
be readily. understood that this fear 
could be disregarded. An engine that 
will burn lignite equally as well. Fin- 
er netting requires to be used in the 
smoke stack in order to render the 
sparks harmless. Supt. Carey, who is 
an expert in coal, is well satisfied 
with the Morinville lignite. With 
the co-operation of Mr, Shields, the 
master mechanic, and the staff of en- 
gineers and firemen, the best of re- 
sults are being obtained, 

The individual who saw the oppor- 
tunity of this dire contingency was 
Mr. John Gillespie.

What the Miners Are Paid. 

The men get 30 cents a car and try 
to average twenty cars a day. They 
have to supply their own powder. 

Working Only One Seam. 

Two seams have been so far located 
The first one is about twenty feet be- 
low the surface and varies from eight 
to fourteen feet and dips towards the 
southeast. The second seam lies 
some ten feet below the first and is 
separated by a slaty clay. As yet 
only the first seam is being worked. 
Already there must be nearly a mile 
of drifting done. 

The coal is a remarkably fine grade 
of lignite and is said to be the best 
stove fuel obtainable. 
remarkably pure and very little bone 
is found. Wherever it is found the 
men are allowed extra for removing 
it. Where it is over four inches the 
miner is paid at the rate of five cents 
on inch, They are also paid extra 
for cross-cutting. The rate has been 
raised from 50 cents to $1 a foot.

IN PROSPEROUS CONDITIONS 


Area of the Great Wheat Belt Broadens Annually While Acreage 
Yield Averages High. Dairy Industry Making

of Parliament, the conditions of agri- 
culture in the Dominion in relation 
to the several departments of agri- 
culture, vis.; the Growing of Cereals, 
Root Crops, Fruits, and the Division 
of Dairying, upon each of which 
much valuable information to pro- 
ducers and dealers in the products 
of these respective divisions, has been 
taken in evidence, all of which form 
an essential part of this report: 
Wheat Belt Broadens. 

“The evidence upon the growing of 
wheat demonstrates a steadily —in- 
creasing areo, year by year. brought 
under cultivation with highly satis- 
factory results to the cultivaters 
both as to acreage yield and the qual- 
ity of the wheat produced. Kach suc- 
ceeding year reveals new fields in the 
great West, hitherto thought not to be 
adapted to wheat production. One 
remarkable insance of this occurs in 
the case of saline soils that were for 
many years deemed useless for the 
raising of wheat, are now, by the ap- 
plication of tillage, found to produce 
splendid wheat both as to quality and 

uantity. This is given on the evi- 

lence of Mr. John Macoun, Natural- 
ist, who, in 1906, made a minute ex- 


ploration for report upon the _ soil, 
climatic conditions, and growing 
crovs along the line of the Grand 


Trunk Pacific Railway, from Edmon- 
ton to Portage la Prairie, in which 
he st.tes that he saw as heavy stand- 
ing wheat crops, as he had ever. be- 
fore seen upon any soil, growing upon 
saline soils, once supposed to be un- 
suited ‘f not altogether incapable of 
producing wheat 

“Another extension of the wheat- 
growing area of the West is found in 
the higher northern latitudes now 
domonstrated te be'capable of grow- 
ing wheat profitably, than was hith- 
erto supposed possible. Mr. Thomp- 
son, M. P., pro@uced before the com- 
mittee a sample of excellent hard 
wheat grown at 63 degrees north Iati- 
tude in the valley of the Yukon—this 
sample being from a third crop in 
succession, grown upon the 
farm. Mr. Macoun, above-named, 
states on evidence that wheat can be 
grown in 61 degrees north latitude, 


and adds the further interesting fact, | 
production | 


‘That whenever any 
comes near its northern limit it pro- 
ditices more and its progeny seems to 
have greaté® strength.’ 

“Mr. oe Ngee also states on 
e n 1906 ie saw & promis: 
i 9 of wheat grown 560 miles 
n Edmonton. 

“Fron tlie increasing discoveries 
during successive years, it is con- 
cluded that the actual wheat-growing 
area of Western Canada, is, as yet, of 
undetermined measurement -—- any 
statements io the contrary — being 
merely theoretical. 

The director of tht Dominion Ex- 
perimental Farms, furnished on evi- 
Genca the following comparative 
stateents of the acreage yield of 
wheat as between the Canadian Prov- 
inces mentioned and that of other 
leading wheat-producing countries of 
the world. In Great Britain the ave- 
rage wheat crop is 30.95 bushels per 
acre. In Oniariv the average of win- 
ter wheat is 22.50, and of spring wheat 
is 18.92, showing that we are not in 
this respect a great way behind the 
Mother Country; France averages 
19.67 bushels, which is under the ave- 
rage yield for Ontario. Manitoba 
gives about 18.45, the Northwest 
Canada, 19.13, while Russia, in Fu- 
rope, gives an average of 9.05 bushels 
per acre and the United States, 13.43. 
The Argentine Republic gives an 
average of 14.76 bushels per acre. Aus- 
tralasia” as follows: New South 
Wales -has an average of 9.9 bushels 
per acre; Victoria, 7.18 bushels; South 
Australia, 6.62 bushels; West Austra- 
lia, 11.51; and Queensland, 15.77. 

It is also in evidence that the set- 
tlers upon land are well pleased with 
the returns the soil yields for their 
labour, and happy in the enjoyment 
of the moral freedom they find in 
Canada, and ample protection secured 
to them for the safety oi life and 
property. This is the case as ex- 
pressed particularly by settlers from 
the continents of Europe and Asia.

SEMI-PROFESSIONAL LEAGUE

Regina, May 10,—The Saskatchewan
